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Double trouble 


Nobody knows for sure, but it appears 


that about one-fifth of all Illinois service 
stations will be closed from Saturday 
night THROUGH Wednesday morning 
due to the energy crisis, while about 85 
per cent will be closed on both Christmas 
and New Year's Days. 


According to best estimates, the out- 


look for getting a sufficient supply of 
gasoline for making holiday trips will be 
pretty good, although motorists might 
have to look hard to find open gas sta- 
tions. 


Bob Esserman, executive vice presi- 


/. 3-day gas station closings for holidays? 


dent of the Illinois Gasoline Retailers 
Assn., said almost all stations in Illinois 
and surrounding states will continue to 
observe the Saturday night to Monday 
morning closing for the fourth con- 
secutive week during the two holiday 
weekends but that "many, many" sta- 
tions would be closed both Christmas and 
New Year's Eves as well as both Christ- 
mas and New Year's Days. 


"It Is not a plan but up to the individ- 


ual dealers" to decide whether to close 
on the two Mondays before the holidays 
said Esserman. "Most gas stations are 


so short of gas some owners are deciding 
to stay closed on Mondays, too. Most sta- 
tions will be closed Christmas and New 
Year's Days." 


THE CHICAGO Motor Club said its 


survey of about 60 representative service 
stations in 96 counties in Illinois and In- 
dian shows that most stations will be 
open the two Mondays but that they will 
close early and not reopen until Wednes- 
day morning. 


Eighty-five per cent of stations in the 


two states will be open Christmas and 
New Year's Eves, according to the sur- 


vey while only 15 per cent will be open 
on Christmas Day and 20 per cent on 
New Years Day. 


The Motor Club estimated that it will 


be "business as usual (or maybe it 
should be unusual now that there is an 
energy crucnh)" during the holiday at 
area gas stations. And there will be 
people traveling as though gas supplies 
have remained the same. 


"We are getting calls from people who 


say they are taking vacation trips' re- 
gardless," said a Motor Club spokesman. 
"It's amazing. We are advising them.to 


fillup before Saturday" night, drive their 
autos on the top half of their gas supply 
and stay on tollways and main highways 
where it is most likely they'll find open 
stations." 


THE MOTOR CLUB said it Is difficult 


to estimate-how many motorists would 
take to the highways during the two holi- 
day periods but that it would not be as 
many as Labor Day weekend, for in- 
stance. That means, the Motor Club said, 
that as many as 750,000 motorists will be 
taking both long and short trips, this

Milwaukee Road businesses 
have unique driveway setup

Unlike most sections of Wheeling, 


many businesses along Milwaukee Avc- - 
nue do not have driveways. 


Instead, they have what the state high- 


way department calls "unlimited ac- 
cess." This means there are no defined 
entrances and exits along the property's 
road frontage, and cars can pull into the 
parking lot at any point 


A typical example is the parking lot 


that serves Hern's Pub and Wheeling Auto 
Parts Inc., 141 S. Milwaukee Ave. Here, 
the parking lot runs the entire rood fron- 
tage, and cars con enter and exit without 
restriction. 


THE HERALD investigated the drive- 


way situation after several citizens com- 
plained that Wheeling Auto Parts and 
other Milwaukee Avenue businesses were 
violating state and village codes. 


Although the highway department 


frowns on such parking lots as a safety 
hazard, the history of Milwaukee Avenue 
'has left the state no way to regulate 
them. 


James Grazlano, permit.director, said 


the state's only control over driveways 
comes from the Issuance of driveway 
permits. He said, however, such permits

MILWAUKEE AVENUE has a narrow 


right-of-way because it Is an old street. 
The road surface Is 44 feet wide, with 
shoulders and sidewalks taking up most 
of the additional 66-foot right-of-way in 
most places. Moreover, the street has no 
curbs and gutters, which would force 
property owners to do construction work 
in the right-of-way and limit access to 
the parking lots. 


Therefore, many property owners 


along Milwaukee Avenue* are not re- 
quired to get driveway permits from the 
state. Thus the state has no way to re- 
strict access from the street 


Wheeling Building Director William 


Bieber said most of the unlimited access 
parking lots along Milwaukee Avenue 
have been in existence for many years. 
He said the village often does ask busi- 
nessmen to mark exits and entrances on 
such parking lots. Bieber said, however, 
it has never caused any serious problems 
along the roadway.; 


"It hasn't caused any type of problem 


actually," Bieber said. "If it was Dundee 
Road, it could be some problem. But Mil- 
waukee Avenue doesn't have that type of 
traffic flow, and there .also aren't as 
many stores over there.".

If public restricts self; energy chief 
Mandatory rationing may be avoided 


Gasoline rationing may be sidestepped . 


If Americans go along with voluntary re- 
strictions In sales and purchases, federal 
energy chief William E. Simon said 
Thursday. 


Simon called on motorists to limit 


themselves to 10 gallons of gasoline a 
week. He also asked gas station dealers 
to cut gasoline sales to 10 gallons per 
customer. 


The new head of the federal energy of- 


fice told reporters In Washington that 
he'll make a recommendation to Presi- 
dent Nixon next week concerning wheth- 
er gasoline rationing should be Imposed. 
The President's decision on this Issue 
will be announced before the end of the 
month. 


REACTION IN the Chicago area to 


Simon's request was mixed. Robert Ja- 
cobs, an officer of the Illinois and In- 
diana Gasoline Dealers Assn., called on 
the group's 6,000 members to defy gov- 
ernment gasoline sales restrictions. 


"No, we're not going along with this 


latest bit of government Insanity," he 
said. Thursday. "We'll send out,a bulle- 
tin telling them (the members) if they 
comply, they're out of their minds. 


JACOBS CONTENDS that Sunday clos- 


ings of service stations has already cost 
dealers money, and the new regulations 
would force more closings. He added that 
"11,000 dealers went broke in the lest six 
months and 200,000 other small operators 
are trying to hang in there." 


Robert Essermsn, another officer of 


the Illinois Gasoline Dealers Assn., noted 
that many dealers have already limited 
their gasoline sales to 10 gallons per cus- 
tomer. This step, along with closing sta- 
tions on weekends is taken "not because 
they want to, but because of shortages of 
supply," he said.

WILL MOTORISTS voluntarily limit 


their gasoline purchases? Esserman says 
he doesn't think so, "but right now we've 
got bad weather and that will do more 
for conservation than anything else," he 
said. 


Oil company executives Indicate that 


the public has cut back 15 per cent on 


gasoline purchases, said Herbert Hugo, 
Midwest Bureau chief for the Plait's Oil- 
gram publication on Thursday. He Is 
doubtful that voluntary cutbacks to 10 
gallons of gasoline a week will be univer- 
sally accepted, however. Slowdowns thus 
far in gasoline purchases could be attrib- 
uted to patriotism or high prices that 
scared customers away, Hugo said. 


Wholesale supplies of gasoline are 


tight, Hugo continued. "A voluntary 10- 
gallon limit is the sort of mamby pamby, 
wishy washy thing we can do without," 
he said. "I think the administration 
realizes this, but they wont to give the 
American public a chance to work things 
out. In a month or two if gasoline sup- 
plies are depleted, then the adminis- 
tration can revert to rationing." He pre- 


dicts the price for regular gasoline, now 
between 44 and 49 cents a gallon, will 
rise several cents In January. 


THE COST OF Living Council an- 


nouncement on Wednesday that prices 
for crude oil can .immediately rise $1 a 
barrel will mean even greater price in- 
creases for fuel oil, predicts Hugo. 


"Things con change fast according to 


the weather," he continued. Hugo pre- 
dicts that current cold weather is drain- 
ing supplies of heating oil, and that next 
week may bring shortage reports by in- 
dependent suppliers and their customers. 
"The government efforts are geared to 
getting us through the heating season," 
he said. "They're trying to avoid coming 
to grips with the gasoline shortage until 
later in the season."

Mideast peace talks begin today

Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger 


is In Geneva today ,for opening of'the 
crucial five-nation Middle East peace 
conference. 


He arrived from Paris Thursday under 


tight security after meeting twice during 
the day with Hanoi's Le Due Tho In a bid 
to prevent a new war In Vietnam. Al- 
though details of the talks were not re- 
leased, American officials said the two 
men apparently presented each other 
with a list of grievances growing out of 
violations of the deteriorating cease-fire 
pact. 


In Geneva, Kissinger said President 


Nixon has Instructed, him to use all the 
influence and resources of the United 
States to make the peace parley succeed. 
"I shall carry out my Instructions with 
all my heart and all my energy," he 
said. 


Kissinger and Soviet Foreign Minister 


Andrei A. Gromyko are co-chairmen of 
the conference being held under auspices 
of U. N. Secretary-General Kurt Wald- 
heim. Other participants Include Egypt's 
Ismail Fahmi, Israeli Foreign Min- 
ister Abba Eban, and Jordanian Foreign 
Minister Abdel Moneim Rlfal.

to avoid rationing gasoline by having 
Americans voluntarily limit their gas use 
to 10 gallons a week. 


He also asked service stations to re- 


strict sales to 10 gallons per customer. 


If the public cooperates, Simon said. 


the nation could save a little more than 
50 million gallons of gas each day, or 
nearly 20 per cent of normal consump- 
tion, and "we will not need gas ration- 
Ing." 


But at the same time, Simon said he 


would give his recommendation to Presi- 
dent Nixon next week on whether there 
should be rationing of gas and heating 
oil, and the final decision will be an- 
nounced by the end of the month. 


He conceded the effects — if any — of 


voluntary compliance with the 10-gallon 
level won't be known by the time he 
makes Us recommendation, but he said 
any such decision could be kept on a 
standby basis until the government de- 
termines whether the volunary plan is 
doing any good.

against the project, said he opposed It 
because of tho size of the front windows 
in tho stores.

Tho developer has said large windows 


are necessary to give maximum exposure 
to merchandise displayed in them. 


Jack Whislcr, Brozlo's representative, 


recently said ho was not sure what kind 
of businesses will rent tho stores. Ho 
said, however, real estate firms, a car- 
peting company, an auto parts store, a 
furniture store and a delicatessen havo 
expressed Interest in renting space.

newer buildings along Milwaukee Avenue 
havo been locked into tho unlimited ac- 
cess system by tho older buildings. Ho 
said that when the street was widened 
several years ago most of these buildings 
lost their front yards. Thus few of tho 
buildings are set back from the street. 


"MILWAUKEE AVENUE is a differ- 


ent kind of beast just because so many of- 
tho buildings were there so many years 
ago," he said. "New buildings that go In 
there have to moro or less conform to 
that type of thing or they won't bo seen." 


Passolt sold businesses along Mil- 


waukee Avenue need a special kind of 
handling. Ho sold tho village must take 
into account both tho set-back and tho 
street widening in setting parking re- 
quirements for this area. 


If the lack of driveways along the

Tckton and the Rich- 
ards Group In tho annexation agreement 
agreed to donate 10 acres to the Aptakis- 
Ic-Trlpp School Dlst. 102 for construction 
of a school. Even though the land is to be 
sold, tho developers still must make the 
donation.

Better watch out! 
signs to limit 
new traffic 
law

Motorists may lose a few arguments 


with police after Jan. 1 if they fail to 
notice new signs that are going up at 
some intersections across the state. The 
signs say "no right turn on red," and 
they Indicate intersections where driven 
cannot turn on the red light, despite tho 
new state law allowing tho turns. 


The Illinois Department of Trans- 


portation has selected about 40 inter- 
sections in Cook County to bo posted "no 
turn on rod," and many of the signs will 
bo In the Northwest suburbs. The state 
selected tho intersections on the basis ot 
safety, particularly where speed limits 
ore relatively high. 


More Intersections may get the "no 


turn" signs later, but those to bo posted 
by Jan. 1 include: 


• Arlington Heights — north and 


southbound traffic on Arlington Heights 
Rood at Northwest Highway and north 
and southbound traffic on Windsor at 
Palatine Road. 


• Mount Prospect — northbound traf- 


fic on Emerson at Northwest Highway 
and north and southbound on Maine 
Street at Northwest Highway. 


• Palatine — southbound traffic on 


Hicks at Baldwin and Northwest High- 
way, southbound on Plum Grove Road at 
Palatine Road, and southbound at Rand 
Rood, 111. Rte. 83 and Hicks Road. 
' 


• Des Plaloes — the new turns will be 


prohibited from all directions at River 
Rood and Touhy Avenue, Mannheim 
Road and Touhy and Mannheim at HL 
Rte. 73. 


• Wheeling and Prospect Heights — 


northbound traffic on Milwaukee Road at 
River Road, north and southbound on 
Schocnbock Road at Palatine Road, and 
north and southbound on Wheeling Road 
at Palatine Rood. 


• Elk Grove Village — castbound traf- 


fic on Devon Avenue at Elmhurst Road. 


Other area intersections that will be af- 


fected by the new signs include north 
and southbound lanes that cross Willow 
Road in Northbrook at Waukegan, 
Pf Ingstcn and Shermer roads. 


Tho turns will be prohibited from all 


directions at Harlem and Oakton and 
Harlem and Northwest Highway in Nlles. 
In tho Harrington area, signs will be 
posted for north and southbound traffic 


on HI. Rte. 59 at Algonquin Road, and for 
castbound traffic on Harrington Road at 
Algonquin. 


THE NEW LAW, already adopted in 


many states, saves motorists from wait- 
Ing at intersections for a red light when 
there"is no cross, traffic. The turns .can 
only be made after coming to a complete 
stop, and motorists must yield to any on- 
coming autos. Home-rule communities 
have the right to prohibit the new turns, 
but none of the suburbs has planned that 
action. 


The City of Chicago will use the new 


system on all but about S per cent of its 
signalized intersections.

DETROIT — Kennle Flowers Is afraid 


the switch to small cars may cost 7,000 
auto workers their jobs at Chrysler's Jef- 
ferson Avenue assembly plant 


They build the big cars in that plant — 


the Chryslers and Imperials — and Flow- 
ers, United Auto Workers Local 7 presi- 
dent, knows the layoffs are coming. 


Tho 7,000 workers already have been 


told they'll bo laid off for eight days af- 
ter the annual Christmas holiday shut- 
down ends Jan. 2, meaning production 
won't resume until Jan. 14 at the plant 
When It does, 1,700 workers will have 
been told they're surplus and ore to be 
laid off Indefinitely. 


They're among 38,000 Chrysler workers 


and another 162,000 at General Motors 
and Ford feeling the first Industry re- 
sponse to the slump in big car sales 
caused by uncertain economic conditions 
and the trend to economical small cars. 


"If that trend and the gas shortage 


gets worse, and the price of gasoline 
rises, then we fear very much for the 
jobs of the workers at the Jefferson as- 
sembly plant," Flowers said In a recent 
letter to William O'Brien, Chrysler vice 
president for personnel.

Chevrolet to use aluminum 
bumpers on Vegas, Camaros 


Lightweight aluminum bumpers are 


being used for the first time on two of 
Chevrolet's higher volume lines, the 
Vega and Camaro. 


According to W. E. Flaherty, national 


automotive sales manager for Reynolds 
Metals Co., the all-aluminum bumpers 
are featured on more than a million 1974 
model oars, 
steady increase in the use of aluminum in 


Together with the use of aluminum 


reinforcement bars by several other 1974 
models, aluminum will provide addition- 
al impact resistance for approximately 
630,000 cars this year and about 2.5 mil- 
lion by 1960, Flaherty said. 


"From Chevrolet design,work to first 


pre-production model took just 44V4 
weeks," he said. "This would not be pos- 
sible without the daily assistance and co- 
operative attitude of the Chevrolet Divi- 
sion, especially the Flint Pressed Metal 
plant" He said it is typical to allow IB 
months in just changing from one steel 
bumper design to another. It is consid- 
ered normal to allow three years when 
switching to an all-new system. The 
aluminum bumper includes not only a 
new system, but a new material, a new 
process and a new plant 
, • 


THE ALUMINUM bumper, supported 


by a leaf-spring system, meets 1974 and 
1975 impact standards of the Department 
of Transportation. Weights vary from 
fronts to rears and between models, but 
the aluminum bumper part is about 25 
pounds. Chevrolet estimates that an 


equivalent steel system would add as 


much as 55 pounds additional weight 


To produce the new parts Reynolds 


added to its existing extrusion plant here 
so that 100-foot aluminum extrusions are 
taken directly from the press and con- 
veyed to the bumper production line. 


The Reynolds executive discussed the 


stjdy increase in the use of aluminum in 
cars throughout the years. From a little 
less than 10 pounds per car on the early 
post-war models, that figure jumped to 
about 18 pounds in 1953. As air condi- 
tioning became more standard equip- 
ment, aluminum usage moved into the 
70-pound level in the '60s. The additional 
uses this year brings this average on the 
'74 models to 83 pounds and Flaherty 
predicted aluminum total-per car will 
reach 200 pounds by 1980. 


"The big jump is going to come in the 


use of aluminum body sheet Today we 
have a single, small application, but in 
the next few years we expect several 
more sizeable ones to come on — some 
hoods, some deck lids and tail gates. We 
think the total body sheet will average 
almost 60 pounds per car by 1980.

Holiday parties and open houses often 


revolve around a punchbowl, cocktails or 
wines. With higher taxes (bo price of 
holiday tippling and partying can run 
from costly to extravagant Yet, a few 
sly ploys con get a party rolling and 
keep it lively for minimum bucks. 


Refuse to play the brand-name game. 


A certain snobbishness surrounds the 
buying and serving of bourbon, rye, 
Scotch, gin and brandy — even prac- 
tically tasteless vodka. When one of the 
consumer testing organizations ran taste 
tests, panelists were asked to Identify 
various brands of one kind of liquor by 
taste, and color — without a label. 
Groups of three gins, for example, usual- 
ly widely varying In price, were.sub- 
mitted to professional taste panelists 
known to have sensitive taste buds. 


Results were so mixed as .to be mean- 


ingless for gin and vodka. Differences 
were more apparent to the tasters 
sampling Scotch, bourbon, rye and bran- 
dy. 


BUT. ALTHOUGH differences were de- 


tectable, there was little correlation be- 
tween brand, price and preferred taste 
ratings. Such mixed results tend to In- 
dicate that brand preferences are mainly 
in the eyo of the beholder when exam- 
ining tho table. 


Backed by these results you can con- 


fidently offer your guests unbranded li- 
quors of your own choosing. The most 
elegant ploy when playing the non-brand- 
namo game is to serve liquor from a de- 
canter labeled simply bourbon, Scotch, 
rye, or brandy. Let your guests test their 
own taste buds without label cues. Few 
will be so brash as to inquire what kind 
of booze you're serving. 


ANOTHER SIMPLE disguise is to 


serve one or more simple punches. One 
could be plain water and bourbon. Anoth- 
er might be simply Scotch and soda. 
With a little forehanded preparation, 
your guests need never know the brand 
you're serving. 


Punches other than water or soda 


mixes offer exciting opportunities for 
creativity with fruit juices, prepared 
mixes — even traditional eggnog. 


Vodka cuts the cost of adding punch to 


your punch. Ethyl alcohol Is distilled 
from grain for human consumption and 
labeled as vodka. Taste testers could tell 
less difference between vodkas than any 
other form of liquor. Their recommenda- 
tion: "Buy the cheapest" Let the mix or 
the prepared punch carry the flavor. 


Least expensive of all liquors on the 


basis of alcohol are the dessert jug 
wines. When mixed with juices and pre- 
pared mixes, dessert wines add zip and

either sweetness or dryness according to 
type. 


WHEN YOU examine the cost effec- 


tiveness of wine vs. vodka, you find sur- 
prising variation in prices in different 
states. For example, consider 80-proof 
vodka selling for $10 a half-gallon. Proof 
Is double a liquor's alcoholic percentage. 
Thus, 80-proof vodka contains 40 per cent 
ethyl alcohol, or 25.6 ounces in each half-' 
gallon. That means that each ounce of 
alcohol in the form of 80-proof vodka 
costs 39 cents — more if you select a 
classier label. 


A half-gallon of sherry, port, tokay or 


other dessert wine in a jug brand costs 
as little as $2.30. 


SINCE WINES carry a percentage no- 


tation of alcoholic content rather than a 
proof rating, dessert wines contain about 
20 per cent alcohol, equivalent to 12.8 
ounces of ethyl alcohol per half-gallon. 
That figures to 18 cents per ounce of al- 
cohol — less than half the cost of alcohol 
in vodka.

WASHINGTON — A federal appeals 


court has ruled that employers who pay 
employes a fixed salary for overtime re- 
gardless of the number of overtime hours 
worked are violating the Fair Labor 
Standards Act. 


In ordering Price's Livestock Market- 


Ing Co., Salem, III., to restore 1446.32 In 
overtime wages to an employe who was 
underpaid, the U.S. Court of Appeals in 
Chicago reaffirmed a U.S. Department of 
Labor position that courts have upheld 
since 1942. 


Overtime provisions of the FLSA re- 


quire payment of tlme-and-one-half an 
employe's regular hourly wage rate for 
all hours worked In excess of'40'per 
workweek. 


Price hod successfully argued before 


the U.S. District Court in Danville, that . 
he compiled with the law by paying his 


employee a salary of $100 per week. The 
salary, Price claimed, was based on 
$1.60 an hour for the first 40 hours of 
work plus $2.40 an hour, or time-and-one- 
half, for IS hours of overtime per week. 


Price said he had anticipated many 


weeks during which the employe would 
work fewer than IS overtime hours but 
told the employee that "I would guaran- 
tee him I would still give him that $100 a 
week." The employe testified during the. 
trial that Instead his .workweeks often In- 
volved 20 hours of overtime or more. 


Price, the court said, had initially 


failed to Inform the employee of his 
"regular hourly rate." He also bad de- 
ducted days of leave from the employe's 
salary as If the rate per hour were uni- 
form throughout the entire six-day work- 
week.

Ford gains a key role

WASHINGTON - The White House is 


building up Vice President Gerald R. 
Ford as a key policy adviser in domestic 
affairs. 


He is being treated with kid gbves and 


accorded the deference of being much 
more of an insider than his predecessor, 
Spiro T. Agnew. 


Ford extracted a promise from Presi- 


dent Nixon that they would confer each 


Gerald R.

The Herald itaff on Monday wishes 


yon a very Merry Chriftmait 


day, either face to face or by telephone. 
Weeks often went by when Nixon and Ag- 
new did not confer. 


Furthermore, Ford and Nixon are old 


friends; they see eye to eye on most is- 
sues, and take the same moderate con- 
servative line on-the role of the federal 
government. 


Ford said recently that "for-whatever 


reason, Nixon and I have never seriously 
disagreed on any vital, substantive is- 
sue." 


While Ford was highly partisan on the 


administration's behalf as House Re- 
publican leader, as vice president be is 
quoted as sayilig "What I have to watch 
out for is not to become a Nixon apolog- 
ist. That wouldn't help either of us." 


In his rote as post-Watergate vice pres- 


ident Ford has, been sitting in on critical 
energy strategy and economic review 
sessions with Nixon. 


In addition, he is presiding at a series 


of meetings set up by Nixon's chief legis- 
lative adviser, William Timmons, on the 
main issues to be explored in next 
month's State of the Union address by 
the President. 


Aides insist that Nixon is not grooming 


Ford to take over as President, with res- 
ignation in mind. Almost dally Nixon has 
passed word that he has no intention of 
giving up the presidency. 


Last Friday, supporters of the Presi- 


dent from Louisiana visited the White 
House carrying a petition signed by 


., 46,000 persons. Calling it a "Christmas 


present," Nixon told them: "You can tell, 
every one of the 46,000 X wiH be here for 
three years." 


With the White House stressing its ties 


to him, Ford will be Nixon's No. 1 lobby- 
ist with Congress. 


White House aides indicated that they 


would pick his staff to better control the 
operation, but Ford has named a 45-man 
staff of his own choice. 
'It also is doubted that be will imme- 
diately sacrifice his popularity with the 
Democrats by becoming Nixon's "point 
man" in he congressional election cam- 
paign next year. 


Agnew, was thrust into the role of an 


aggressive critic of the political opposi- 
tion and news media — with many of his 
speeches written by White House aides — 
from toe moment he became vice presi- 
dent. 


Like most of his predecessors, Agnew 


regarded himself as the "President's 
man," doing his bidding without ques- 
tion. 


Asserting his independence, Ford last 


week told a group of reporters be is not 
going to take direction from the White 
House, while saying "I will speak af- 
firmatively for the administration and 
the Republican Party." 


"I'm not going to criticize the Demo- 


crats," Ford added. "Their record can 
stand or fall on its own." 


As for his own ambitions, Ford con- 


tends they are limited. He likes being 
vice president and shows it But should 
fate catapault him into first place, he 
will be prepared. (UPI)

suits, stories and facts suitable for di- 
gesting ... and repeating. 


There are the frills, stories and facts 


worth reading... and forgetting. 


Sports is in the latter category. Mil- 


lions of Americans enjoy sports and a 
goodly percentage of them feverishly re- 
volve their lives around It But when you 
think about corruption, war, crime, 
prices, gasoline etc., sports, even as an 
escape from these harsh realities of life, 
has Its place. On the sidelines. 


So Playboy'doesn't make a big issue 


out of it, preferring to deal on a limited 
basis with football, mainly, and the par- 
ticipation sports such'as siding, boating, 
camping and the sexual games: people 
play, which, of course,,1s.what the 
world'* largest selling men's magazine 
ever is all about. 


"We run articles on the more sociable, 


the more fashionable participation 
sports," said Playboy sports editor An- 
son Mount, who doubles as Playboy En- 
terprises public affairs manager, 


"Wo rarely do stories on bowling, bunt- 


ing or whatever. These are blue-collar 
sports. Playboy magazine is for coltege- 
educatod, city-oriented men.'' 


MOUNT IS A Prospect Heights resi- 


dent who is noted for his annual Pigskin 
Preview on both college and professional 
football, a rating that entails studious 
and exhaustive investigative work but 
one that has gathered for him several 
honors. He also has gained recognition 
for himself and the magazine by picking 
Playboy's Ail-American Team. 


Mount has been charged with various 


duties since coming to Playboy in the 
magazln'es Infancy, when Hugh Hefner 
started the publication on a shoestring 
(and a G-string). He played a major role 
in formulating the Playboy stand on reli- 
gion, the now-famous Playboy Philoso- 
phy. 


It was Hefner's state of the union mes- 


sage detailing just what mores and rules 
should govern people's lives. What he 
was saying, simply, was that people 
should think young, pursue life's pleas- 
ures, and, hopefully, buy Playboy. 


MOUNT. 41, WAS born in Petersburg, 


Ind., and reared In White Bluff, Tenn. He 
had ambitions to become a priest but got 
sidetracked with other interests. 


EArly in his career, Mount at one time 


or another was on insurance and auto 
parts salesman, worked in a glue factory 
and drove a cab. He contracted tubercu- 
losis, was cured and while in the hospital 
wrote a short story, entered it in a con- 
test and won. The judges submitted the 
story to Playboy, which readily snapped 
it up. Another short story later, Hefner 
hired Mount as a $60-a-week staff writer 
and he has climbed the magazine's lad- 
der since. 


That was in 1953. For 30 years, Play- 


boy has been through one struggle after 
another. So-called moralists questioned 
the magazine's respectability, to put it 
mildly. Various religious organizations 
cried blasphemy, to say it succinctly. 


TODAY, THE MAGAZINE appears 


mild by comparison, especially when laid 
side by side against its competitors and 
copiers. Some of the pictures and arti- 
cles, for example, may be found In many 
newspapers across the country. 


Nine years ago, Mount began fore- 


casting what the college and professional 
season would be like and picking his 
popular pro season all-American team. 


Mount chooses 24 players — 11 on of- 


fense, 11 on defense, and placeldcker and 
punter — he feels are the cream of the 


crop that year. They are usually players 
who'prove Mount's predictions to the 
fullest, going on to stardom in both the 
National and Canadian Football Leagues. 


With so many fine college athletes, It Is 


obvious Mount hat to leave off of his 
team some of the nation's more talented 
players. For Instance, Mark Keller, 
Northern Illinois University's out- 
standing running back for the past three 
years, was left off the team, angering 
supporters of the Carpentersvillo ace. 
Keller went out this year and cracked 
'the 1,000-yard rushing mark for the third 
straight season and led the nation for 
the Huskies in rushing with 1,719 yards. 


MOUNT SIMPLY shrugs when he talks 


of infuriating alumni and college press 
information staffs by leaving some of the 
biggest names of football off his team. 
What can he do, he pleads. There's only 
room for so many players, like Roosevelt 
Leaks of Texas and John CappcUettl of 
Pern State,' two naming backs who were 
picked by Mount before the season be- 
gan. 


Mount leaves most of the other kinds 


of sports stories to free lance writers 
who contribute articles to the magazine. 
He prefers to tot football dominate his 
sports Interest 


"Football as a game," said Mount, "is 


the best emotional catharsis for the 
American people. Baseball is too slow, 
too ploddy. It doesn't capture the imagi- 
nation of the people. It doesn't identify 
with the average American male at this 
point in time. 


"Football is the perfect game for 


America today. It requires extensive 
skill. Intellectually it's a very com- 
petitive game, a very complex game. It 
requires quick skills and thinking and 
physical ability. 


"It isn't like boxing. It's controlled 


mayhem, not Just brawn. It isn't like 
chess, it's not as Intellectual. And It isn't 
as simple as track. It's a combination of 
ail three of these sports." 


MOUNT POINTS to the literally doz- 


ens of monled-men across the world who 
would like to own pro football franchises 
in the NFL, WFL, CFL, XFL and all the 
others present or future, as an indication 
that football is anything but dying. 
"Wealthy men are buying football teams 
with little profit margins," said Mount, 
"when they could make more money 
elsewhere." 


He said the Bears, notoriously bad 


these past five seasons, are still popular 
at Soldier Field as they previously had 
been at Wrigley Field (The Bears, it 
should be pointed out, were sellouts be- 
fore the season began and before the 
league decided to lift blackouts on local 
TV. There's no telling what the Chicago 
fans might have done about buying tick- - 
ets had they known about.that ahead of 
tune). 


Mount also has great affection for col- 


lege football, calling it more exciting 
that pro football and ticking off the num- 
ber of top matchups in college ball that 
provides good games and tremendous en- 
tertainment, as opposed to the few ex- 
citing rivalries in the NFL. 


THOUGH SPORTS is what Mount is fa- 


mous for he devotes most of his endeav-. 
ore to promotional and public relations 
duties for Playboy. 


"It's either feast or famine all the 


time," he said. "In my totally creative 
capacity as a sports.writer three is a 
period of the year! work my rear end 
off, where I work 18 hours a day from 
the middle of February to the first of 
June researching the two football arti- 
cles." 


The rest of the year be spends hia time 


In his other capacities and basks in the 
splendor of the Playboy mystique.

creatures, endowed with personality, and the attributes of 


U.S. orders minority 
hiring plan for trades 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The Labor Department Thursday 


ordered its own minority worker hiring plan into effect for 
the Chicago area construction Industry after two previous 
voluntary plans failed. 


The announcement by Labor Sec. Peter J. Brennan covers 


15 construction crafts on building projects Involving federal 
funds In Cook, DuPagc, Kane, Lake, McHcnry and Will coun- 
ties In Illinois. 


Under It, contractors and subcontractors holding contracts 


exceeding $10,000 on any federally Involved construction proj- 
ects valued in excess of $500,000 each "must exert good faith 
efforts to employ a sufficient number of minorities In affected 
trades In accordance with goals stated In each plan," Bren- 
nnn said. 


"Failure to do so could result in contract cancellation or 


dcbarmcnt from future federal contracts." 


Chicago became the seventh city where the federal govern- 


ment has Imposed plans requiring construction firms to hire 
certain numbers* of black and other minority workers. The 
other six arc Philadelphia, Washington, Atlanta, St. Louis, 
Sim Francisco and Camden, N.J. 
• 


Chicago contractors, building trade unions and minority 


groups, under prodding by the Labor Department, developed 
a voluntary plan in January, 1970. When this plan fell 'short of 
meeting Its goal to Increase minority employment, a second 
plan was developed in 1072 and approved by the department's 
Office of Federal Contract Compliance on Oct. 18,1072. 


Out the Labor Department withdrew Its approval a year 


later, announcing that five months of meetings with the par- 
tics htd failed to produce agreement on ways to reach the 
plan's goals.

That Inspired him to experiments 
that eventually showed plants reacting to such phenomena as 
having another plant ripped up within their "sight." seeing a 
dog enter a room and even the thoughts of their owner hun- 
dreds of miles away.

BACKSTER'S FINDINGS have been strongly disputed by 


many botanists, Including Colorado State University's Dr. 
John E. Hendrix,. who has called them "potentially dam- 
aging" and "misleading." He says all the apparent "reac- 
tions" recorded by Backster could be accounted for by me- 
chanical or atmospheric factors and adds, "There's not the 
slightest evidence of a nervous system in plants." 


Tompklns counters such arguments by saying that "bot- 


anists don't understand anything about the way plants live — 
the only thing they've ever been able to do is give plants 
Latin names." 


The Issue shows all the uncertain earmarks — or leafmarks 


— of the flying saucer controversy. And Tompklns admits 
that he can only report, not explain, the workings of the 
world's unidentified growing objects. 


But he and Bird have amassed reports of-a number of 


experiments from all over the world, some dating back more 
than a hundred years, others ongoing today.in the Soviet 
Union. 


MAYBE PLANTS have an existence In some dimension we 


don't yet understand; I don't know," Tompklns says. "I do 
.know there is something there, something that gives you a 
special feeling when you go walking in a forest, for ex- 
ample." 


Tompklns says that he first became aware of plants' "se- 


cret life" with his own house plants, when those he passed 
close to more often seemed to thrive while those In more out 
of the way spots wilted, even though all received the same 
amount of light and water. . 


"Now," he says, "I sometimes hesitate when I'm about to 


step on grass or eat a peach. But then I remind myself that I 
don't really understand the relationship between man and 
plants and perhaps for a peach, to be eaten Is the best thing 
that can happen to it." .

soluble type we ordinarily consider safe, 
can be harmful. Would you please cite 
the facts y°u relied upon when you made 
that statement concerning water soluble 
vitamins. That statement appears to be 
in contradiction to the articles I've read 
about water soluble vitamins. 


Perhaps you have already read by now 


that the Food and Drug Administration 
has moved to require a prescription for 
those tablets containing large doses of vl- 
amlns. This Is because in these larger 
doses they are considered as medicines 
and not as simple dietary supplements. 


Ascorbic acid, vitamin C, in large 


doses can cause diarrhea. None other 
than the vitamin C champion, Nobel lau- 
reate Dr. Linus Pauling, advises taking 
the huge doses he recommends after 
meals or in divided doses because of its 
"laxative effect." This Is not altogether 
innocuous, since there are a number of 
people who have Irritated digestive 
tracts, and a tendency to diarrhea to be- 
gin with.

I can't see any good reason for not try- 


Ing it. About two years ago I mentioned 
this work a couple of times in my col- 
umn. At that time the emphasis was on 
loss of taste.

Any of the readers of this column 
who have this problem can ask their doc- 
tor to contact Henkin at the National 
Heart and Lung Institute, Neuro-end- 
ocrinology section, National Institutes of 
Health, Bethesda, Maryland, for more Uv 
formation.

Much preparation has been going 


Into next Friday's world premiere 
of "Dance On A Country Grave" at 
Arlington Park Theatre. 


It will be the first professional

Unlike Its usual policy, Arlington 


Park Theatre is billing no one big 


name. Rather, the 20-member cast 
as a whole and a rather elaborate 
setting are receiving primary at- 
tention. A whole section of scats 
has been removed to make room 
for the required 13-plece orchestra. 


Based upon the writings of 


Thomas Hardy and set in 19th cen- 
tury England, "Dance On A Coun- 
try Grave" concerns the aspira- 
tions and dreams of common 
people residing on Egdon Heath, 
the rural English countryside. 


When David Lonn, managing di- 


rector of A r l i n g t o n Park 
Theatre, saw Kelly Hamilton's new 
musical performed on-the-spot by 
several of the playwright's own 
friends, he dio not hesitate to say, 
"I wont to do this play and I want 
todoltforCr"«slmas."

tions or you don't Then it's what 
you do with that inborn talent." 


KELLY, FASCINATED by all of 


Thomas Hardy's writings, was ac- 
tually inspired to write "Dance On 
A Country Grave", from one par- 
ticular work, "The Return of the 
Native." 


The stage at Arlington Park 


Theatre is being turned into ab- 
stract outdoor levels to depict the 
bleak though, romantic environ- 
ment of the heath. 


The title is symbolic. The health 


itself represents a burial place. Yet 
the cycle of life keeps repeating as 
people act out their lives atop 
people who have gone before them. 


Most important, "Dance On A 


Country Grave" is not meant to 
suggest death but rather the per- 
petuation of life. 


"It's really a folk musical with a 


contemporary sound,'! continued 
Kelly, who feels the hardes' purt to 
writing any musical is structuring 
the action to the accompaniment 
For him, the music always comes 
first 


KELLY IS A MEMBER of Leh- 


man Engel's BMI Musical Theatre 
Workshop in Los Angeles which 
was instituted to stimulate young _ 
writers and develop musical the-* 
ater as an art form. Kelly has the 
distinction of being the second 
member to see his piece profes- 
sionally staged. The first produc- 
tion to come out of the school was 
"A Raisin in the Sun."'

This book might be called a citrus land 


"In Cold Blood." But there are key dif- 
ferences. Where Capote went afield to 
detail the mechanics of a crime; Samuel 
Ron remains on his familiar home 
ground — the central Florida area in and 
around Orlando. And rather than re- 
construct the crimes through the eyes of 
the criminals, he sees It through the 
maneuvering* of the prosecution and the 
defense lawyers. 


It is a true story baaed on the murder 


of Cameffla Jo Hand, 8, who disappears 
in Ocoee, Fla., one morning on the way 
to school, and whose body is found 
sexually violated and butchered hi a 
shallow, sandy grave. One suspect Is.ar- 
rested, nearly lynched and then released 
for lack of evidence. Then another man 
is arrested, Is formally charged with 
murder, and the rest of the book deals 
with the t»g-of-war between prosecution 
and defense in preparing their cases and 
the subsequent trial ' 


Roan's narrative takes us all the way 


to the rather equivocal legal end, when 
the Jury returned a verdict of guilty with 
a lecomflMndatlon of mercy. 


One of the best aspects of the book 


'comes near the end, where reporter 
Ron interviews members of the Jury af- 
ter they have delivered their gutty ver- 
dict A woman Juror tells how she first 
voted for acquittal and then changed her 
mind. Asked if she was satisfied with the 
verdict, she replied: "I think that ft was 
the best one that could have been. I think 
that the man, whoever did tt, was cer- 
tainly insane."

McCartney-Wings a beautiful package 
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The best album so far from Paul 


McCartney and Wings and a beautiful 
greatest hits package from the. Carpen- 
ters would make good, last minute 
Christmas stocking (queen size) stuffers. 


Ex-Beatle McCartney's "Band On the 


Run" album Is his best since "Ram" 
(both Apple records) and best ever with 
Wings. (Wings is now down to wife Linda 
and guitar-bass player Denny Lalne.) 
The songs are written and performed 
better than In the two previous Wings 
albums. 


Much like in the latter Beatles albums, 


McCartney has interspersed snatches of 
one song with another. It works well, 
particularly on the outstanding song "Pi* 
casso's Lait Words (Drink To Me)." Hie 
song Is one of the album's most pleasing 
with many interesting tempo changes. It 
has a hint of African chant at the end, 
one of the few musical signs that the al- 
bum was recorded in Lagos, Nigeria. 


ANOTHER FINE song Is "Let Me RoQ 


It" in which McCartney, of all things, 
uses a John Lennon sounding vocal 
(Could the feuding be over?) 
McCartney's background organ fits in 
well. Again on "Nineteen Hundred and. 


Eighty Five" McCartney plays and sings 
nicely. 


For rockers, he serves up the title song 


"Jet" and the single "Helen Wheels." 
None are earth shakers, but they are an 
Improvement over earlier Wings songs. 


The album's cover demands a brief 


mention. Yes, that is James Coburn and 
Christopher Lee, both actors, lurking 
against the spotlighted wall with the 
band and other friends. The inner pic- 
tures of god-like McCartney comforting 
the sad-eyed African children are despi- 
cable and smack of colonialism.

Menninger, 42, who recently attended 


the 20th reunion of his Stanford Univer- 
sity class, warns that the 20th, 25th and 
30th reunions are going to hit people in 
their "mid-life crisis." 


That, said Menninger, is "the point 


where you realize you're not going to be 
able to accomplish all the goals you orig- 
inally set for yourself. 


"IN COLLEGE, anything was possible. 


Now the choices are narrowed." 


Menninger said the crisis is different 


for men and women, partly for physical 
reasons and partly because today's typ- 
ical middle-aged woman is not as career 
oriented as younger women. 


"For the man, it's a time of sorting out 


and saying, 'Am I really going to make it

to the top?' For the women in my gener- 
ation, young children are still around the 
house in many cases. 


"The crisis for many of these women 


will come in a few years when the chil- 
dren will have left home, and the women 
must find a new occupation for them- 
selves." 


The high divorce rate in the middle 


years is directly related to men and 
women adjusting to these stresses, Men- 
ninger said, and the college reunions 
bring all these concerns into sharp focus. 


"AS LIFE GOES on we graduates have 


to give up more of our fantasies and ro- 
•mantic ideas about living forever and 
happily ever after," said Menninger, who 
is senior staff psychiatrist at the Men- 
ninger Foundation in Topeka, Kan. 


Not everyone has a rough time at reun- 


ions, though, he said. 


"Persons who are comfortable with 


what they are doing and in tune with 
themselves, enjoy reunions. 


"It also helps if you feel you have been 


enhanced by belonging to the class. It's 
good to be able to say that it was a fine 
class and to be proud of those with out- 
standing accomplishments."

Classic endgame-with kings and pawns 


Nothing might seem simpler than to 


play an endgame with only a king and 
pawn on each side. And surely a grand- 
master as Impressive as Walter Browne 
would be expected to immediately spot 
Uio winning procedure in such a 
"simple" endgame. 


But Browne, who had the black pieces 


and was bothered by time pressure, did 
not find the correct continuation in the 
following much-publicized position from 
his gome with LJubojcvlc, at Amsterdam 
in 1972.

Yes, Browne "had a win," and most 


curious is the way ho could have attained 
It His obvious try was to push his pawn 
Immediately (P-B4), which he did. Tho 
win for black would have been easy in 
that case if while had simple replied by 
pushing his own pawn. In the main vari- 
ation, black would have played n timely 
K-N2, stopping the white pawn, while his 
own would have been home free. 


But LJuboJevic alertly answered 1... 


P-B4 with 2. K-N4! The white king then 
came back in time to stop the black 
pawn. 


BROWNE'S WINNING move would 


have been 1... K-Q-I, to stop the white 
king maneuver. If white still tries 2. 
K-N4,... K-QS will effectively block the 
white king out, and the black pawn will 
win the ensuing footrace.

HOLLYWOOD — One of the wonders of 


the television Industry is ABC-TV, which 
manages to be consistently Interesting in 
its programming despite having virtually 
no smash-Hi weekly series. 


What ABC-TV Is shrewdly exploiting is 


the fact that the young urban audience it 
has long focused on is less habit-prone 
than other viewers, and probably more 
open to selecting one-shot programs than 
automatically seeking out weekly entries. 


CBS-TV, the most successful network 


in the ratings, has a fistful of weekly 
series hits, among them: "All in the 
Family," "The Waltons," "M*A«S*H," 
"Maude," "The Mary Tyler Moore" Bob 
Newhart, Lucille Ball and Carol Burnett 
shows, "Hawaii Five-0," "Cannon" and 
"Gunsmoke." 


NBC-TV also has some regularly 


scheduled programs it can count on to 
register solidly in the statistics, among 
them: "Sanford and Son," The Walt Dis- 
ney series "Adam-12" and "Colombo." 


BUT ABC-TV HAS to scratch hard to 


make potent ratings impressions with its 
weekly shows. It does, of course, have 
some regularly scheduled entries It can 
generally count on to do well, or better 
than that at times, in the popularity rat- 
Ings. And these shows include "Marcus 
Wei by, M.D.," "Rung Fu," "The 
Rookies," "The FBI," "The Streets of 
San Francisco" and the Tuesday and 
Wednesday movies-of-the-week teleplays 
which vary widely in their ratings im- 
pact. 


No one at ABC-TV, however, would se- 


riously argue that any of its series that

ere generally successful in the statistics 
have the knockout punch of, say, "All In 
the Family," "The Waltons" or "Sanford 
and Son." "Marcus Welby, M.D." used 
to be in this real powerhouse category, 
at one time ranking as television's most 
popular show. It still is a solid and suc- 
cessful program, but no longer has the 
same ratings potency. 


How, then, does ABC-TV go about qual- 


ifying as a programming hit for selective 
viewers? As Indicated, it all comes back 
to Its one-shot specials, and its attitude 
toward broadcast content The content of 
many of its shows, specials and regular 
series, has a very with-it feel. Win or 
lose in the ratings, ABC-TV seems tuned 
in to the vibrations of today. Of course it 
has its share of standard losers, but even 
its failures are often provocative, more 
so than some routine "hits." 


AS FOR ITS specials, this is where 


ABC-TV increasingly shines. Although 
the network obviously cannot be credited 


with artistic contributions to most of the 
motion pictures it runs, It does deserve a 
nod for its usually attractive selection of 
film hits In recent years. This has been 
taste and showmanship, and ABC-TV 
knows haw to handle the promotion end. 


Then there are the dramatic specials, 


often distinguished. And the different 
categories of frequently fascinating 
broadcasts on the network's late-night, 
Monday-Friday "Wide World of Entertain 
ment" series. And the Jacques Cousteau 
and National Geographic hours. And now 
a series of Investigative news reports. 
And, of course, the one area where ABC- 
TV definitely dominates the video com- 
petition: sports. 


From the Monday night pro football 


games, to its college gridiron contests, to 
its "Wide World of Sports" series, to spe- 
cials like the Bobby Riggs-Billle Jean 
King tennis match and the UCLA-North 
Carolina State basketball showdown, 
ABC-TV has the touch ID covering athlet- 
ics. It has to be traced back to the show- 
manship of its sports boss, Roone Ar- 
ledge. 


IN ANY CASE, ABC-TV simply has the 


knack for making sports coverage more 
colorful and attractive than any other 
broadcast organization. And here, too, it 
promotes its strength expertly. 


So ABC-TV, with almost no smash hit 


series, is alive and well. And you can 
credit this in great part to its one-shot 
programming. ABC-TV is not the No. 1 
network in ratings or profits, but it has 
become increasingly special.

Sex in advertising can do 
a lot"even sell storm doors 


WASHINGTON-Flrst It was the "hard 


sell." Then the "soft sell." And now the 
"unscll." 


Because of the energy crisis, power 


and fuel companies are conducting ncga-' 
tivo advertising campaigns to persuade 
consumers to use less of their products. 


But so far it isn't doing much good. 


For obvious reasons. The ads arc merely 
lists of fuel-saving tips. 


Advertising creates demand for a prod- 


uct by Implying that something wonder- 
ful happens when you buy it. Like two 
schoolteachers on vacation aren't getting 
a second look from any of the fellows 
around the resort until they try a new 
mouthwash. Then It's all hearts and flow- 
ers. 


Conservation ads should take the same 


tack. To bo effective, they must imply 
that something wonderful happens when 
you stop using so much fuel. 


TAKE STOItM DOORS, for example. 
All the conservation ads recommend 


storm doors to savo home heating fuel. 
But they have failed to generate a truly 
avid demand for these fixtures. 


Reason: weak motivation. The overage 


consumer doesn't think of storm doors as 
sexy. But advertising can make them so. 


Here's this girl, see. A real looker. And 


charming as all get-out. But a social dis- 
aster aroa. Hasn't had a date la months. 


Ono day sha mentions this to her friend 


Owly Sue during a coffee break. Owly 
Sue lays a comforting hand on her arm.

opposite. It Is a time of heartbreak 
rather than happiness. 


There is something about Christ- 


mas, and the forced-draft "merri- 
ment" that attends it, that seems to 
heighten the hurt of every poignant 
human situation. 


Toko, for example, those who have 


lost loved ones during the past year. 
An empty place at the Christmas 
table can create a keener sense of 
bereavement than the funeral Itself. 


Or consider those for whom loneli- 


ness long ago became a chronic con- 
dition. They may have learned to ac- 
cept it and live with It during the 
rest of the year, but the spectacle of 
families gathering for Christmas is a 
poultice of salt on a never-healed 
wound. 


FOR EVERY alcoholic who has 


achieved an arrest of his disease and 
la fighting gallantly, one day at a 
time, to maintain the blessing of so- 
briety, Christmas is sheer hell, the 
worst time of the whole year. This is 
the season when he Is most severely 
tempted — by his own desires and by 
his supposed "friends" — to fall off 
the wagon. 


For the poor — and perhaps even 


more for middle-Income families try- 
ing to keep tight budgets in pre- 
carious balance — Christmas Is at 
beat a strain. At worst It presents a 
grim choice between breaking the 
children's hearts or going over the 
brink Into financial disaster. 


OUT YOU don't have to look for 


extreme situations to find people for 
whom Christmas Is more melancholy 
than merry. 


Parents who have a son In service 


overseas miss him more acutely at 
Christmas then any other time. 
People afflicted with any physical 
ailment from a bad cold to a termin- 
al disease consider it an extra hard- 
ship to be "sick at Christmas." 


Newspapermen, nurses, policemen, 


firemen, telephone operators and oth- 
ers who have to work on Christmas 
ore apt to feel more put upon than 
those whose names appear on the 
duty roster for Thanksgiving or New 
Year's. 


Beyond all special cases, It might 


be argued that Christmas brings to 
all of us, In some degree, a feeling of 
wistful disappointment. We expect so 
much of this season that, even at its 
very best, it can never quite live up 
to all wo had imagined and hoped. 


So, If this Christmas Is not entirely 


jolly for you, take what comfort you 
can from the knowledge you are 
sharing a very widespread human 
condition.

World of religion 
Bible-^a good gift—judged 
by translation, not its price 


by LOUIS CASSELS 


It's hard to think of a more appro- 


priate Christmas gift — for a relative, a 
friend, or yourself — than a new Bible In 
a modern English translation. 


To be sure, nearly everyone "already 


has a Bible" of some sort, even If It's 
just an old King James or Doual-Rhelms 
version that's been gathering dust for 
years. 


To read the Scriptures in any of these 


translations — which apeak In our kind 
of English rather than that spoken in the 
16th Century — b an exciting experience. 
For the first time, you may feel that 
Moses or Isaiah or Paul or Jesus is 
speaking directly to you, about your 
problems, in clear, straightforward 
terms that are relevant to life here and 
now. 


IN SOME OF THE new versions, this 


clarity of meaning is achieved with some 
sacrifice of literary beauty. No one 
would contend that "Good News for Mod- 
ern Man," the Today's English Version 
of the New Testament produced by the 
American Bible Society, is any match, 
purely as literature, for the majestic ca- 
dences of the old King James Version. 


But "Good News" is immensely read- 


able — as attested by the fact that it has 
become the best-selling book of all time, 
with 33 million copies purchased since It 
appeared in 1066. 


Another easy-to-read translation, which 


Is long on clarity though short on literary 
style, Is "The Living Bible," which also 
nas sold millions of copies since nrst 
published in 1971. Prepared by a layman, 
Kenneth N. Taylor, who found his chil- 
dren could not understand family devo- 
tions conducted with the King James 
Bible, The Living Bible really is a para- 
phrase rather than an exact translation 
of the original Hebrew and Greek of the 
scriptures. 


Although Taylor's paraphrasing often 


succeeds In rendering an obscure Bibli- 


cal text clear and meaningful to .con- 
temporary readers, there are times when 
it also reflects his own theological views, 
which he has defined as those of a "ri- 
gidly evangelical" Protestant. 


THE NEW AMERICAN Bible, publish- 


ed in 1970 under the auspices qf the Cath-. 
olic Biblical Association, also Is easy to 
read and'understand, and based on im- 
peccable scholarship. Unfortunately,- 
1 its 


English is plodding. 


The New International Version, just 


out, is the work of about 100 Protestant 
translators of conservative bent and no 
great literary skill. It might be described 
as an updating of the King James for 
persons who fear that other modern 
translations may subvert fundamentalist 
theology. 


The best-known and most widely-ac- 


cepted modem English translation is the 
Revised Standard Version, produced by 
American Protestant scholars and in use 
for more than 20 years. It tries to main- 
tain the sentence structure — and there- 
fore the beauty — of the King James, 
while substituting contemporary for 
archaic English words. Its principal dis- 
advantage, as a Christmas gift, is that it 
is the new Bible that a person is most 
likely to have already. 


MY PERSONAL nominations as the 


best choices for Christmas giving / or for 
reading — are the Jerusalem Bible and 
the New English Bible. 


The Jerusalem Bible is an English re- 


translation of a texf produced in the 
1960s by French Catholic scholars. It is 
held in high esteem by Biblical experts 
of all faiths, and its literary style, while 
somewhat uneven, is for the most part 
very good. This Is due in part to the fact 
(hat the late J. R. R. Tolkien, the great 
English author of the "Lord of the Ring" 
series, was one of the stylists who polish- 
ed the language of the Jerusalem Bible. 


Still better — In my opinion the best of 


all modern translations — is the New

More 'live-alones': study 


NEW YORK (UPI) -, Although 90 per cent of Americans 


llvo In family homes, the number of persons living alone is 
climbing rapidly, the Conference Board study group reported. 


Board analysts said that nearly half of the one-person 


households are aged over 65, but young adults account for an 
increasing share of the total. The number of'adults under 35 
living alone has doubled during the last five yean. 


In the over-65 age group, women living alone out- 


numbered men three to one, according to the analysts. The 
principal reason is longevity, since current data show that 
women outlive men by almost seven years, the study found. 


Other Conference Board findings showed that 25 per cent of 


all families have incomes of $15,000 or more. They estimated 
that this figure will reach 45 per cent by 1980. 


The Board predicted that even with zero population growth, 


there would be 4 million births in 1980, a figure close to the 
peak number of births that occurred during the post-World 
War II baby boom.

lief thai pro basketball Is the game of the 
1970s: that II will be In Ihl.i decade what 
pro football wai In the 1960s. I seriously 
doubt It. 


I don't know about you, but the con- 


stant complaining on officials' calls by 
players and coaches in the National Bas- 
ketball Association has turned me off the 
game. 


Did you watch the Chicago Bulls play 


Milwaukee on television lost week? Sure, 


It was a close gome and an important 
one but the emotional outbursts directed 
at the officials were ridiculous. 


Frankly, I'm getting tired of these 


coaches and their over-paid players grip- 
Ing about every call. Some complaints 
may be legitimate, but the officials do 
not deserve 48 minutes of vilification. 


There Is a need for three officials. The 


ball con be passed faster than an official 
can run or turn blf head. Three guys get 
a better crack at three seconds and goal- 
tending and also eliminate the natural 
blind spot that exists where the picks are 
being made. With three officials you 
don't get screened out of a play. 


The officials need help. One more guy 


on the floor could help quiet some of 
these crybabies who are ruining the pro 
game. 


The rcsponslblli'Jes put on officials in 


basketball far exceed any human's abili- 
ty. Too much now is demanded for four 
eyes and two sets of reflexes. 


PRO FOOTBALL 


So much has been written about what 


ails professional football that it may be 
superfluous to add anything here, but a 
couple comments are necessary.

HERSEY AT FREMD 


Can Dave Conine make the differ- 


ence?

This interesting question will be posed 


on the Viking court tonight when the 
North Division's only remaining unbeat- 
en team — the Huskies — pairs off 
against the once-beaten hosts. 


Fremd has already confronted, and 


turned back Hersey in non-league ac- 
tion this winter. The two teams met at 
Glenbard West's Thanksgiving tourna- 
ment and the Vikes took away a 65-56 
decision. 


At that time however 6-11 four-year 


varsity veteran Conine was not in the 
lineup as he is expected to be this eve- 
ning. 


Fremd coach Leon Kasuboske is fully 


aware of the new dimensions and propor- 
tions Hersey take* on with this giant in 
uniform. Still, be Is optimistic about the 
rerun. 


"Wo know their big boy has to be con- 


tained and it's a tall order, but we think 
it can be done," he said, adding "at least 
we want to make him work for every- 
thing he gets. If he's not Watched, of 
course, it isn't that hard for him to 
drop in 40-45 points:" 


Some of the older Vikings do have the

Then again, he might be wanting 
to inflate the egos of Coach George Zlg- 
man's talented team. 


Leading Arlington Is one of the

Donahue. "Our scout was most im- 
pressed," said Finfrock of his report on 
the 6-10 Cardinal. "He thinks Donahue's 
shooting is fantastic. He feels he's im- 
proved quite a bit (over last year)."

MORE ON LEGION 


Dear Fans Forum: 
I read with shock the article that ap- 


peared in the Nov. 27, 1973 issue of the 
Herald entitled "Arlington drops Legion 
Baseball program." 


I read with interest the readers' reac- 


tions appearing in the Dec. 7,1973 publi- 
cation. I have to remark here that I am 
reminded of a long-ago Dec. 7 when 
there was public reaction to an un- 
thinkable act of Injustice. It is ironic that 
the American Leigon were then wearing 
the "White hats." 


Last year was my first year of active 


participation in American Legion base- 
ball. However, I have been a spectator to 
a lessor degree over the years. For sev- 
en years I was a part of the Arlington 
Heights Boys Baseball League Organiza- 
tion as a coach, as a manager and as a 


member of the board of directors. I was 
a head football coach four years and as- 
sisted three years in the football branch 
of the A.H.B.B.L., chairing that Com- 
mittee in 1971. I know from experience 
what it takes to produce on the field and 
in the organization to make a worthwhile 
program function. It takes an awful lot 
of work. 


My observations of how the Post 208 


baseball team was run last year are as 
follows. 


Lloyd Meyer was the general manager 


and field manager for the baseball team 
Involvement in District 9 competition, 
with the capable help of two young as- 
sistant coaches. They conducted ex- 
cellent practice sessions and scheduled 
non-District 9 games and tournament 
play which would best benefit the team 
in District competition. 


Lloyd was the central figure In raising 


funds to help defray the expenses of uni- 
forms, equipment, entrance fees and offi- 
cials costs. Traveling and out-of-town 
meals and lodging expenses were borne 
by the boys and their parents. At no time 
did I see Post 208 solicit funds as wit- 
nessed at all of the' tournaments. The 
parents of the boys and others that were 
interested in good baseball were respon-. 
' slble for the success of the steak fry. Not \ 
Post 208. The weekend bus trip to the 
Danville Tournament was arranged for 


and financed by these same people in 
support of their team. Not by the Post 
208 membership. 


On at least four occasions the ball field 


was made playable only through the ef- 
forts of the fathers, coaches and boys, 
not the membership. It was these same 
people who erected the outfield snow 
fence for the Ninth District All Star 
Game on the Fourth of July (also a date 
of some patriotic significance), not the 
membership. 


Mr. Duda was quoted as saying, 


"we've had no support from the fathers 
and have had to pull their teeth to get 
any help with fund-raising functions." 
In view of the above I cannot figure out 
what fathers he is referring to. 


Any program can be successful if It Is 


organized and run properly. This I think 
Post 208 failed to do. Any program will 
have internal squabbles. It's a fact of 
life, but they can be ironed out if the 
rnmmon coal Is kept in sight. A basic 
American Legion philosophy, I'm sure. 


I assume that the membership was 


polled In reaching the decision to drop 
sponsorship of the team.

According to best estimates, the out- 


look for getting o sufficient supply of 
gasoline for making holiday trips will bo 
pretty good, although motorists might < 
have to look bard to find open gas sta- 
tions.

dent of the Illinois Gasoline Retailers 
Assn., said almost all stations in Illinois 
and surrounding states will continue to 
observe the Saturday night to Monday 
morning closing for the fourth con- 
secutive week during the two holiday 
weekends but that "many, many" sta- 
tions would be closed both Christmas and 
New Year's Eves as well as both Christ- 
mas and New Year's Days. 


"It is not a plan but up to the individ- 


ual dealers" to decide whether to close 
on the two Mondays before the holidays 
naid Esserman. "Most gas stations are 


so short of gas some owners are deciding 
to stay closed on Mondays, too. Most sta- 
tions will be closed Christmas and New 
Year's Days." 


THE CHICAGO Motor Club said its 


survey of about GO representative service 
stations in 96 counties in Illinois and In- 
dian shows that most stations will be 
open the two Mondays but that they will 
close early and not reopen until Wednes- 
day morning. 


Eighty-five per cent of stations hi the 


two states will be open Christmas and 
New Year's Eves, according to the sur- 


vey while only 15 per cent will be open 
on Christmas Day and 20 per cent on 
New Years Day. 


The Motor Club estimated that it will 


be "business as usual (or maybe it 
should be unusual now that there Is an 
energy crucnh)" during the holiday at 
area gas stations. And there will be 
people traveling as though gas supplies 
have remained the some. 


"We are getting calls from people who 


say they are taking vacation trips' re- 
gardless," said a Motor Club spokesman. 
"It's amazing. We are advising them to 


fillup before Saturday night, drive their 
autos on the top half of their gas supply 
and stay on tollways and main highways 
where it is most likely they'll find open 
stations." 


THE MOTOR CLUB said it is difficult 


to estimate how many motorists would 
take to the highways during the two holi- 
day periods but that it would not be as 
many as Labor Day weekend, for in- 
stance. That means, the Motor Club said, 
that as many as 750,000 motorists will be 
taking both long and short trips, this

It could bo a wet Christmas for many 


Northwest suburban families now begin- 
ning to suffer effects of the season's first 
heavy snowfall. 


Homeowners in some suburbs tied up 


their draperies and ran for buckets yes- 
terday as snow and Ice collected around 
roofs and In gutters began melting and 
tricking through shingles and window 
frames. Samples: 


• The Cecil Ryons thought that their 


new $48,000 Schaumburg split-level had 
sprung a leak when water started pour- 


2. Leaky roofs causing homeowners havoc 


ing through upstairs bedroom windows 
and into a mid-level family room. Sim- 
ilar reports came from throughout the 
village. 


• In Buffalo Grove, 25 residents from 


various parts of town (both old and new 
homeowners) called village offices with 
identical complaints. 


• Four residents of Elk Grove Village's 


Terrace Apartments told of damage 
from roof flooding. 


• Dralnspouts at the Wheeling village 


hall have frozen and must be freed of Ice 
and rccheckcd periodically. 


Only Mount Prospect reported no calls. 


Mayor Robert D. Tclchert believes that 
"it's not the kind of thing people report 
— they realize it's their own problem, 
like If the lock on their car freezes." 


WHILE VILLAGE officials expressed 


sympathy for residents' problems they 
admit there is little they can do to alle- 
viate the situation. 


"It is not the fault of builders. This is 


an act of nature," said William Dettmer,

Grove. A 'bad combination of changing 
temperatures caused Ice crusts -over 


roofs and caused snow underneath to 
melt with no place to drain, he added.

All homeowners' insurance in Illinois 
carries a minimum deductible clause of 
$50.

Planners OK multi-family 
homes along golf course 


A zoning change to allow con- 


dominiums and townhouscs along the 
Buffalo Grove Golf Course and on a tract 
near Busch Road and III. Rte. 83 has 
been approved by the plan commission. 


The commission approved the plan by 


a 4-1 vote. The Phoenix Construction Co. 
has proposed 873 units on three separate 
parcels along the golf course and 240 on 
the northern property. The matter will 
now go before the village board. 


The board earlier rejected the project, 


but then agreed to reconsider It if the 
developer agreed to revise its plan by 
lowering densities and building heights. 
As a result, the developer has shaved off 
40 units and shifted its taller buildings to 
a less objectionable place. 


Prior to the plan commission's approv- 


al, there was some question whether the 
project fell under old or new zoning ordi- 
nances. If the new ordinance applied, the 
plan probably would have to be rede- 
signed. However, Village Atty. Richard 
Raysa said since the project was pro- 
posed before the new ordinance was 
passed, the village probably could not 
force Phoenix to conform to it. 


IN VOTING for the project, Comr. 


Burt Harris said he believed the commis- 
sion had no choice but to approve the 
plan since it had done so last summer. 
The only question, Harris said, was 
whether the new ordinance applied. 


Several members of the commission 


said since lost summer Phoenix made 
several changes the commission had sug- 
gested, thus making It a better plan than 
previously approved. 


Comr. Howard Mendenhall, who cast 


the only dissenting vote, said he opposes 
having multi-family housing along the 
golf course. All of the Phoenix property, 
with the exception of one parcel on the 
eastern boundary of the course, is zoned 
for single-family homes. 


Bernard Wolf of Phoenix has said the 


land is too expensive to make single-fam- 
ily homes feasible. In order for Phoenix 
to get*, an adequate return on its in- 
vestment, Wolf said the company would 
have to build single-family homes in the 
175,000 to $90,000 price range. At the pre- 
sent time there is not a market for those 
kind of homes, he added. 


Tree replacement program opens 


Buffalo Grove's tree replacement pro- 


gram began this week and should be 
completed by the end of the month, ac- 
cording to William Davis, public works 
director. 


Trees were replaced throughout the 


village earlier this year, Davis said, but 
moat did not meet the village's specifica- 
tions regarding height, diameter and 


height of branches. Thus, the village will 
replace 30 of the trees before the end of 
the month. 


Anyone needing a tree replaced that 


did not meet last fall's deadline will have 
(o wait until next fall to have the work 
done. Trees being replaced now are only 
for residents who made a request prior 
to the deadline. 


Phoenix has agreed to donate $79,650 to 


the village, but that amount falls consid- 
erably short of the amount required un- 
der the village's resolution for local 
schools. Under the resolutinn, Phoenix 
would be required to donate an addition- 
al $23,500 to $83,350 to the schools. 


William! Hitzeman, superintendent of 


School Dlst. 96, which takes In 90 per 
cent of the Phoenix project, has asked 
the village to hold the developer to-lU 
resolution. The request came after the 
Dlst. 96 board passed.a resolution. 


ALTHOUGH THE developer has said 


tax revenue generated by the project will 
be more than adequate to support the 
school districts, many village officials 
have said because of a tax lag the dis- 
tricts could have problems meeting In- 
itial operating costs. In most cases it 
takes six to IB months before tax reve- 
nue becomes available after a devel- 
opment is built. 


Park Comr, William Kiddle said last 


week although Phoenix has provided for 
about 4% acres of tot lots and other rec- 
reation areas in the development, his dis- 
trict believes it is entitled to another 4% 
to five acres under the village's resolu- 
tion. "More park land is necessary be- 
cause of the substantial number • of 
people that will be generated around the 
golf course," he said. 


Some village officials favor the zoning 


change if the village is given the oppor- 
tunity to buy the golf course. The owners 
of the property say they will sell the 
course to the village, but only if the zon- 
ing around it Is changed.

1. 3-day gas station closings for holidays? 


Nobody knows for sure, but it appears 


that about one-fifth of all Illinois service 
stations will be closed from Saturday 
night THROUGH Wednesday morning 
duo to the energy crisis, while about 85 
per cent will be closed on both Christmas 
and New Year's Days. 


According to best estimates, the out- 


look for getting a sufficient supply of 
gasoline for making holiday trips will bo 
pretty good, although motorists might 
have to look bard to find open gas sta- 
tions. 


Bob Esscrman, executive vice presi- 


dent of the Illinois Gasoline Retailers 
Assn., said almost all stations in Illinois 
and surrounding states will continue to 
observe the Saturday night to Monday 
morning closing for the fourth con- 
secutive week during the two holiday 
weekends but that "many, many" sta- 
tions would be closed both Christmas and 
New Year's Eves as well as both Christ- 
mas and New Year's Days. 


"It Is not a plan but up to the individ- 


ual dealers" to decide whether to close 
on the two Mondays before the holidays 
said Esserman. "Most gas stations are 


so short of gas some owners are deciding 
to stay closed on Mondays, too. Most sta- 
tions will be closed Christmas and New 
Year's Days." 


THE CHICAGO Motor Club said its 


survey of about 60 representative service 
stations In 96 counties in Illinois and In- 
dian shows that most stations will be 
open the two Mondays but that they will 
close early and not reopen until Wednes- 
day morning. 


Eighty-five per cent of stations in the 


two states will be open Christmas and 
New Year's Eves, according to the sur- 


vey while only 15 per cent will be open 
on Christmas Day and 20 per cent on 
New Years Day. 
, 


The Motor Club estimated that it will 


be "business as usual (or maybe it 
should be unusual now that there is an 
energy crucnh)" during the holiday at 
area gas stations. And there will be 
people traveling as though gas supplies 
have remained the same. • 
. 


"We are getting calls from people .who 


say they are taking vacation trips re- 
gardless," said a Motor Club spokesman. 
"It's amazing. We are advising ^them to 


fillup before Saturday night, drive their 
autos on the top half of their gas supply 
and stay on tollways and main highways 
where it is most likely they'll find open 
stations." 


THE MOTOR CLUB said it is difficult 


to estimate how many motorists would 
take to the highways during the two holi- 
day periods but that it would not be as 
many as Labor Day weekend, for in- 
stance. That means, the Motor Club said, 
that as many as 750,000 motorists will be 
taking both long and short trips, this

hall have frozen and must be freed of ice 
and recheckcd periodically. 


Only Mount Prospect reported no calls. 


Mayor Robert D; Telchert believes that 
"it's not the kind of thing people report 
— they realize it's their own problem, 
like if the lock on their car freezes." 


WHILE VILLAGE officials expressed 


sympathy for residents' problems they 
admit there is little they can do to alle- 
viate the situation. 


"It is not the fault of builders. This.is 


an act of nature," said William Dettmer,

Schools seek better communications 


Plans for a district-wide commu- 


nication system — including a telephone 
rumor center and district-wide rap ses- 
sions — have been approved by the Dist. 
63 Board of Education. 


The communications plan, drawn by 


board members Jerry Abern, Ariene Nl- 
detz and Larry Reiss, called for the es- 
tablishment of a three-man board com- 
munications committee. 


The plan incorporates citizens' recom- 


mendations for district and school news- 
letters, public review of the budget and 
Informal rap sessions. The .board re- 
jected a citizens' committee proposal for 
an ongoing communications committee 
composed of "representatives from par- 
ents, teachers and citizens of each 
school." 


Relss said the concept of a citizens 


committee on communications was "ex- 
cellent." 


"I THINK ITS Important for the board 


to know what people in the district think 


—a committee such as this could serve 
to open public discussion on many Is- 
sues," he said. 


BOARD MEMBER John DiPrima 


termed a citizen's committee "redun- 
dant" noting that board members would 
have direct contact with the community 
through the telephone rumor center, rap 
sessions and newsletters. 


"I for one wouldn't want to be held 


responsible for the dialogue carried on 
by people who are not members of the 
board," he said. "We'd be giving people 
the authority to answer and hear ques- 
tions and we don't know how they're an- 
swering or how they're hearing."

Second major fire in tivo days

Elk Grove Village's second major fire 


in as many nights caused an estimated 
$200,000 damage last night to Smith and 
Associates, Inc., 135 Gaylord St., in the 
industrial park Just off Hlgglns Road, 
oast of Arlington Heights Road. 


No one was believed Injured in the 


blaze, which was discovered about 5:45 
p.m. by a passing motorist, Lloyd Powell 
of Arlington Heights. 


Elk Grove Village Fire Chief Allen Hu- 


lett said the building was a total loss. 
Smith and Associates are plumbing con- 
tractors who did much of the plumbing 
work for Centex during the early con- 
struction of Elk Grove Village. No cause 
for the fire had been determined as of 
late lost night. 


The first alarm was sounded at 6:02 


p.m. All Elk Grove Village fire equip- 


ILK GROVE suffered its second ma- 
jor fire in two days when this brick 
plumbing supply warehouse went up 
early Thursday evening.

Vending machine survey by suburb 


A survey of municipal business li- 


censing records* in the Northwest 
suburbs indicates that most commu- 
nities have avoided any substantial 
influx of crime syndicate-connected 
vending machine companies.

wrapper: school nurse in many roles

"Band-Ald distributors - that's how 


most parents and other RN's seo us," 
said school nurse Rosalie Illycs of 
Schaumburg Township School Dlst. 54. 


"Wo are used to that kind of reaction 


and don't like it, but frankly we are all 
too busy doing things to stop and explain 
our rolo to people who sco a school 
nurse's task as a snap job," she added. 


What la a nurse's rolo in Dlst. 54's 24 


schools? 


To the teacher, she must be a source of 


information and guidance. 


To the parent, she must be a friendly 


counselor, cognizant of community re- 
sources, sympathetic with family prob- 
lems and an interpreter, par excellence, 
of the child's needs as revealed by medi- 
cal examination and school behavior. 


To the children, she must bring 


warmth, acceptance, understanding and, 
occasionally, that band-old. 


HANNAH K. WILSON, coordinator of 


school health services and nine other 
teacher-nurses share health service re- 
sponsibilities in the schools. 


"In school work our nurses face a dif- 


ferent typo of task than when they 
worked in a clinical hospital experi- 
ence," said Mrs. Wilson. 


All nurses In Dlst. 54 hold a minimum 


of a baccalaureate degree with specific 
preparation in public health and educa- 
tion. 


IN SCHOOL work, nurses plan health

After 
diagnosis the child was put on medication 
land is now doing well in school," she 
added.

white uniform might have been found 
waiting In her dispensary all school day 
for that student who needed a band-aid. 


TODAY, DRESSED in street clothes, 


she's in the. classroom teaching young- 
sters how to improve their health. 


Nurses still teach kids how to brush 


their teeth and eat well, but drug use and 
abuse and venereal diseases are also a 
part of health curricula. 


Dlst. 54 nurses and its curriculum de- 


partment are now working on a new 
drug and venereal disease program for 
junior high school students. (Drug educa- 
tion is not new on a junior high level but 
is also taught now on an elementary lev- 
el.) 


MRS. ILLYES sponsors clubs of junior 


high students who meet after school In 
groups called The Slim Trims. "We take 
a positive attitude and talk about keening 
fit and trim instead of dwelling on weight 
loss, but frankly the clubs are for young 
people who are concerned about being 
chubby," she said. 


Mrs. Wilson credits Dlst. 54's Board of 


Education and administrators for the 
progressive role nurses play in the 
schools. 


"It's funny, but I accepted the fact' 


that nt everybody knows what I do at 
my job, but a doctor friend of mine real- 
ly made mo taught the other day," said 
Mrs. Jungwirth. 


"The minute he found out I was a 


school nurse he said 'Hey, I got a great 
new method for taking out a sliver,'" 
she said.

VOGEL IS currently listed in state 


records as secretary of Apex, which 
uses the same telephone number as 


Deluxe. Both companies were for- 
merly loccated at 4246 Lincoln Ave., 
Chicago, where they also shared a 
common telephone number. 


The reputed one-time slot machine 


czar of Cook County, Vogel is now 
believed to be living in California. 


Also reportedly associated with 


Apex is mobster Gus Alex, reputed, 
boss of rackets in the Chicago Loop 
area. The Illinois Crime In- 
vestigating Commission linked Alex

A survey of municipal business li- 


censing records in the Northwest 
suburbs'indicates that most commu- 
nities have avoided any substantial 
influx of crime syndicate-connected 
vending machine companies. 


An exception is Wheeling, where 


machines from noodlum-Unked firms 
are licensed at seven local restau- 
rants, according to village records. 


Two firms with reputed hoodlum 


connections, are Apex Amusements 
Inc., and Deluxe- Cigarette Service 


Inc., both headquartered at 7730 N. 
Milwaukee Ave., Niles. 


The Chicago Crime Commission 


has Identified Edward Vogel, a for- 
mer associate of gangster Al Capone, 
as having control of both firms. Vo- 
gel was named as a crime syndicate 
member In 1983 by the U.S. Senate 
Permanent Subcommittee on In- 
vestigations. 


VOGEL IS currently listed in state 


records as secretary of Apex, which 
uses the same telephone number as 


Deluxe. Both companies were for- 
merly loccated at 4246 Lincoln Ave., 
Chicago, where they also shared a 
common telephone number. 


The reputed one-time slot machine 


czar of Cook County, Vogel is now 
believed to be living in California. 


Also reportedly associated with 


Apex is mobster Gus Alex, reputed 
boss of rackets in the Chicago Loop 
area.

Want aJelevition for Christmas? 
YOU'RE NOT ALONE. The sales of TV sets nationwide 


continue to zoom, with the Christmas season an especially 
active period. Color sets, naturally, pace the Industry and ac- 
cording to a recent survey, close to 70 percent of American 
homes hare at least one color TV. As of October (the latest 
figures available), the sale of color sets had risen 13 percent 
over those of a year ago. 


Equipment technology is ex- 


panding remarkably, in many 
more ways than just "one button 
tuning." Already on the market, 
although limited, are home TV 
casetle units capable of playing 
back pre-packaged programming 
such as movies. Some units are 
also able to record, with the aid 
of • timing device, a regular TV 
program for a family who Is away 
*•*•" C-P 


from home during the show's regular air time. All one has to 
do is set the device for recording, and then play back the 
taped version at his leisure. 


WHAT THE TYPICAL TV set will look tike a decade 


from now is anybody's guess, but those in the Industry fore- 
see large screens that will virtually transform a living room 
into a mini movie-house. 


In addition to equipment, progress In providing stronger 


TV reception Is being made in leaps and bounds. Cable tele- 
vision, at present, Is one of this nation's fastest-growing 
businesses and, as a result, Is the center of much industry 
and governmental scrutiny. Simply stated, cable TV Is the 
process by which broadcast signals are received on a large 
antenna sy.item In a certain area, and then fed through a net- 
work of coaxial cables to homes of Individual viewers. Not 
only are people now able to receive distant signals once 
unavailable to them by conventional antenna systems, but 
the quality of reception via cable TV is usually belter and 
more consistent. 


PRESENTLY, ABOUT 3,000 cable TV systems are oper- 


ating in the United Slates, serving approximately 5300 
communities. This represents, according to CATV sources, 
about &5 million homes, or about 10 percent of total U.S. 
TV households. In addition, another 3,500 communities arc 
cither awaiting final construction of cable facilities or have 
cable applications pending before local governmental bod- 
ies. 


It Is cable TV, It's commonly agreed, that will eventually 


enable us to order our groceries, make our dental appoint- 
ments, and beaven-knows-what-else, via TV. While It may 
appear that the time Is far off, the technological explosion in 
the TV industry will probably surprise us In the years ahead.
